Road and Bridge 
Projects Begun 
In This County 


Governor John Patterson and 
Highway Director Sam Engel- 
hardt last week signed a con- 
tract for a project which will 
result in 11 miles of road con- 
Struction in Coffee county 

This is a state project’ for 
base, bituminous treatments 
and erosion controls on roads 
west of Jack and North of Kin- 
Ston. Director Engelhardt said 
the low bid contract for $64,- 
691.50 was awarded to Green 
Construction Co., Inc., of Union 
Springs. He said the project 
should start within the next 
two weeks, 

New Creek Bridge 

Governor Patterson and Di- 
rector Engelhardt have enter- 
ed into a contract with Coffee 
county for the construction of 
a bridge culvert on .004 miles 
of road at Jump Creek, ahout 
two miles southeast of Jack. 

The estimated cost of this 
project is $9,700.00 with parti- 
cipation being $4,850 county F- 
AS funds, $2,425 by the State 
Department and $2,425 by the 
county. Construction should be- 
gin in the near future. 

The work is part of the regu- 
lar Farm to Market Program 
whereby roads and bridges are 
being replaced and improved to 
higher standards to serve local 
people. 

New Road 

Governor Patterson and Di- 
rector Engelhardt entered into 
a contract with Coffee county 
for construction of base and 
pavement on 6.944 miles of 
road from Doublehead-Lewis 
Mill northeasterly to a point on 
the Elba-'Troy highway appro- 
ximately two miles southwest. 
of the Pike county line. 

The estimated cost of this 
project is $60,465 with partici- 
pation being $48,000 State Pub. 
lice Road and Bridge funds, $6. 
225 by the State Highway De- 
partment and $6,225 by the 
county. Work is expected to be. 
gin soon. 

This work is being done as a 
part of the “Special Aid Pro- 
gram” for the counties whereby 
the counties can construct 
roads and bridges with other 
than regularly allocated money 
under the Farm to Market 
Road Act. 

The regular program provid_ 
ed by law and the Special Aid 
Program as granted by the 
Governor and the Highway Di- 
rector will be the means for 
the construction of 1000 miles 
of county roads and _ bridges 
within the state during each 
year of the present adminis- 
tration. Coffee county will con- 
struct its proportionate share. 

This is the first administra- 
tion that has entered into an 
agreement with every county 
covering the granting of special 
funds for road and bridge con 
struction on the county road 
system. 

The grading and drainage 
Was done by county forces as 
SACP 7360-B & C.

making the livestock inventory 
for Alabama. Carriers will dis- 
tribut Livestock Survey Cards 
to sample patrons living on 
each route originating at Dba. 
They will place a card in 20 
randomly selected boxes Noy. 
16 and 17, 

For over 40 years the Post of 
fice Department and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have co- 
operated in making these sur- 
veys. 

Information furnished o n 
these cards is used in prepar- 
ing State and National reports 
on the size of the fall pig crop, 
the probable size of next 
Spring’s pig crop, annual calf 
crop, milk production, woo! clip 
and inventory numbers of live- 
stock and poultry. 

Importance o f Alabama's 
livestock industry is emphasiz- 
ed by the fact that cash _re- 
ceipts from farm marketing of 
livestock and livestock products 
accounted for 57 percent of re- 
ceipts from farm marketings in 
1960. Farmers render a useful 
public service by filling out 
their December livestock card 
and returning it to their rural 
carriers.

Catile Industry 
Grows In State 


Carlton Larkins, Coffee coun. 
ty cattle grower, told the Elba 
Rotary Club Monday that beef 
cattle has become the second 
largest farm crop in Alabama, 
led only by cotton, 

The first cattle recorded sold 
in Alabama was in 1749 when 
a house and lot in Mobile was 
traded for cows, and by 1800, 
many Indians and white set- 
tlers had devoleped large herds 
and in 1830 a bull was imported 
from England to Coffee coun- 
ty by a Mr. Hall. There was a 
wave of tick fever between 1820 
and 1860 with difficulty in 
stamping it out being opposit- 
ion from the farmers themsel- 
ves who objected to dipping 
thier cattle in the belief the 
cattle would be poisoned. 

Not only has cattle become 
the second largest farm crop 
in Alabama but it ranks 18th 
in the nation, fourth in the 
Southeast, and sixth among 
States east of the Mississippi in 
cattle production, Mr, Larkins 
said. There has been a 147 per- 
cent increase in cattle produc- 
tion in Alabama in the last 10 
years compared with an _ in- 
crease of 54 per cent in the na- 
tion. In Coffee county 427 far- 
mers are producing beef cat- 
tle, he said,
